In  compliance  with  Management  Memo  70-12,  the  following  is  a  sunmiation 
of  the  operations  of  the  Montana  Commission  on  Aging  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1969. 

During  fiscal  year  1969,  we  had  a  Federal  allotment  of  $182,575.,  of 
which  $11,547.  was  allocated  for  administrative  purposes  and  $171,028. 
was  allocated  to  projects  throughout  the  State.  The  state  administrative 
Federal  money  was  matched  in  a  like  amount  out  of  an  appropriation  made 
by  the  State  Legislature.  During  fiscal  1969,  we  administered  the  fol- 
lowing projects  funded  under  Title  III  of  the  Older  Americans  Act  in 
which  no  State  funds  were  involved; 

Senior  Citizens  Assisting  Extended  Care  Patients-St.  John's  Hospital,  Helena 

Nine  senior  citizens  have  been  hired  by  St.  John's  Hospital  to  bring 
special  services  not  ordinarily  provided  by  a  hospital  to  the  elderly 
extended  care  patients.

One  of  the  outstanding  projects  was  the  Senior  Citizens  Assisting  the 
Mentally  Retarded  Aged  at  the  Boulder  River  Training  School  and  Hospital, 
for  which  the  sponsor  received  a  national  award  from  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  This  was  the  first  award  of  its  kind  made 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Region  by  HEW.  At  the  beginning  of  the  project 
there  were  approximately  125  mentally  retarded  persons  over  50  years  of 
age  who  were  residents  of  the  Boulder  institution.  At  last  report,  all 
but  eight  of  these  residents  had  left  the  institution  and  now  are  engaged 
in  gainful  employment  in  nursing  homes,  laundries  and  other  private  employment. 
Another  project  which  attained  maximum  results  was  the  Nursing  Home  Seminar 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Continuing  Education  Department  of  Montana 
State  University,  Bozeman.  Personnel  from  more  than  140  nursing  homes 
and  hospitals  in  Montana  attended  the  seminar.  Reports  from  the  Montana 
State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Montana  Nursing  Home  Association  stated 
that  far-reaching  benefits  resulted  from  this  seminar.  Still  another 
important  project  was  the  Nursing  Home  Cooks  Seminars  conducted  in  Glendive, 
Billings,  Great  Falls  and  Missoula,  at  which  training  was  offered  in  preparing 
meals  for  geriatric  patients.  This  project  was  sponsored  by  the  Montana 
Dietetic  Association. 

During  fiscal  1969,  a  statewide  senior  citizen  survey  was  completed  by 
Carroll  College.  It  was  the  first  survey  of  its  kind  ever  made  with 
Federal  support.  Copies  of  the  survey  were  sent  to  major  libraries, 
colleges  and  Federal  agencies  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Commission 
received  scores  of  letters  lauding  the  survey. 

We  would  like  to  point  out  that  during  the  first  three  and  one-half  years 
this  agency  operated,  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Executive  Director,  a 
Secretary  and  a  part-time  Field  Man. 
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From  May  1966  to  date  the  State  has  invested  approximately  $40,000.  in 
the  program.  At  the  end  of  fiscal  1969,  the  Commission  was  hoping  for 
additional  funds  so  that  the  overall  program  could  be  expanded. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  inform  the  Governor  that  during  fiscal  1969, 
the  Commission  on  Aging  received  the  full  cooperation  of  all  state  agencies 
that  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  Montana's  70,000  older  Americans.
